[Former AAcGill 
Prof. Assumes 
New^Bosition 



Dr. John B. Rolllt, former auUl 
,^ant dean ol Arta and Science ,at 
wMcOlll, haa been named' Assistant 
to the Prcaldcnt at the Unlveralty 
of Manitoba. In an address at the 
university recentiy, he said: 

"I left tlie University 16 years 
ago to work on the , railroad. That 
lasted five years; then I went, back. 
I left it again for the army— four 
^ears; now I am back again, and 
I have to rep ort on what I have 
actually don^B^t it when I 
. have had tw^^^^t. 

"I have 'M^j^jnh' any . of those 
courses r.missed at'' an undergrad 
uate. Quite frankly, otiter people's 
lectures bore me, but I thoroughly 
•njoy my own. I suspect that this 
is the chief reason why I have 
gone back twice.. I like to talk, 
The University gives me plenty 
of opportunity. 

' "Moreover, I have kept my illu 
slons. I have only been back now 
for a total of seven years and these 
have been years of emergency — 
large . classes, summer schools, and 
administration. Times may change 
for. the better. I remember my un> 
dcrgraduate impression of profes 
■orlal life. The important professors 
lectured from' eleven to. one, three 
times a week.. It was grand stuff 
^ey gave us in those days, Lea- 
Tcock at McGlU,, Keynes at Cam 
brldgej^Lukii^iUl^nilon Som- 
gart •at^Ber'iln^flT'infd^May, they 
packed up and disappeared until 
the- first of October, taking Deans 
and Presidents with them. Only the 
•tudents worked. That was as it 
should be. Perhaps thote days will 
come again."

Principal Urges Frosh 
To Budget Activities 

Dean Fieldhouse Says Scholarship 
Decreased by University Boom 



That freshmen should use ex- 
treme care In chooslpg their extra- 
currlcular activities, and .that^pro- 
per university edtic'atlon''' 'was 
largely a matter of Individual <en- 
Icrprise, were the points empha- 
sized by the various speakers who 
addressed' the Incoming class yes- 
terday morning in Sir Arthur Cur- 
rie gymnasium, extending to . the 
newcomers the official welcome of 
the University. 

Principal James in the first talk 
of the program, remarked that 
ine' "intellectual curiosity" of the 
individual will dictate to the suc- 
cess of that individual in making 
use of the University's wide facili- 
ties for self-education, which is the 
greatest' part of . a college career! 
He urged the students to make a 
budget of their time, a schedule 
which would Include every lec- 
ture, dub meeting, library period, 
extra-curricular- reading period, 
etc., at which tlie' student waa 
likely to spend time, and then to 
adhere rjgidly to that budget. 

He also urged students to ob- 
tain the latest vocational advice 
given out by men In the profes- 
sions which they plan to enter. 

Dean H. H. Fieldhouse, of the 
faculty of Arts and Science told of 
the high percentages of students 
in various faculties who fall' to 
complete their first year. He stated 
that llie past fe>v years has. been 
a '"boom period'" for iHc University, 
and that^ icholarship^usually de- 
crease^ii^iig^nMfitiwriod^lf

Mr, R. Pennington, chief librar 
Ian, stated that the university pro 
fesson^^would follow their usual 
proicedtire^ of asking the students 
questions, and that the students 
were faced with the task of find- 
ing the answers. All these answers 
were available to the students In 
the campus libraries, he said, while 
urging' itiidents to visit all the 
varlouV special librraies In various 
buildings, an not to confine them- 
selves to Redpath. "The University 
has 600,000 book5," he said, "and 
unless you use them, the time and 
money spent in acquiring them 
will have been completely wasted." 

Boris Gardavsky, president of 
the Student Society, spoke of the 
Society's attitude on extra-curricu 
lar activities. He stated that those 
students who achieve the proper 
balance between their activities 
and studies pose no problem for 
the student government. But those 
who participate In too few actlvl 
ties, and those who participate in 
too many, are a source of concern. 

Mr. Gardavsky urged -the stu 
dentA to try to achieve that balance 
between their studies and activities 
,>y.hlch_w(}.uld cnable.them to. derlve_ 
the greatest benefit from their coi- 
ieeg careers, and wished the.asscm 
bly complete success in doing' thisi

' Athletics Department..,..That this money is 
Reeded is a factual mattér.and since the stu- 
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dents have not suffered byihe^constTUcUoniof 
new scats, the whole transac iioSiwerow 

justified. 

The unfortunate'part is .that the, student 
scats were poor, last year and so will be poor 
this year. Furthermore, there docs not seem 
to be any hope wthin the short term fpr any 
improvement. At present the only forceabie 
plan is to reserve a section of the new stands 
• for the students. This could be accomplished 
by finding a new source of revenue to replace 
that lost from the regular sale of tickets. 

The amount of money involved in such 
a scheme would be considerable, in the . vicin- 
ity of 10 per cent of .the total athletic expend- 
iture. This will 8er\'e as an example: If the 
present student price is doubled (S3.00) and 
4,000 scats in the new stands arc reserved for 
students, an additional income of 124,000 
would have to be provided for th'c Athletics 
Department. 

Unless snmcbohy is particularly anxious to 
contribute $2,400 to the.University per annum, 
so that students may have the "best seals in 
the house" at McGill football games, it seems 
that the present plan will hold. M. A. 6.

Forbidden 
Journey

Any Canadian feature film is a 
rare and eagerly awaited event, 
and this fact makesj; ^Forbidden 
Journey" a difficult motion picture 
to revitew. 

Unfortunately it is not a good 
movie. 

The acting, musical background 
and photography^ ar eaijg e ^^ 
satisfactory arid at^lmeSrexceilent, 
but these have been burdened with 
a weak plot, poor editing, and dia 
iogue which is at its worst when 
it sinks to rather trite philosophy, 
Briefly, the film telU the atory 
of a Czech stowaway (Jan Ru- 
bes) who comet to Montreal as 
an unregistered alien In an at- 
tempt to set up a termlnut here 
to the underground which 
brought him to Canadav^lle ia In 
constant danger from'^tîie*^éilce 
and. more important, the local 
Communist), who attempt to 
thwart his efforts. 

Love Affair 
Among those who aid him are 
I professor of architecture and 
university (presumably McGill) 
co-ed, played by Susan Douglas. A 
tepid love affair develops between 
this idealistic young lady and the 
hero. The forces of good and evil 
finally clash against the back 
ground of St. Joseph's Oratory. 

Told with sincerity, the story 
nevertheless moves slowly and at 
times not very convincingly. It is 
most Interesting and worth seeing 
for. its picture ot life in Montreal 
by day and by night. 

"Forblddcnj^ourney" is filmed 
ii^ semlHloeumentary style. When 
ever possible the action is filmed 
against real .backgrounds and not 
on ;studlofsets. This is effective on 
two counts; it saves money and 
heightens the dramatic effect by 
giving a greatùjiiliutlon of reality. 
Melraramatie 
If, as in "Forbidden Journey," 
story which strains our credulity 
is superimposed on real back 
grounds, the effect is- wasted. But 
if the story springs from the en 
vironment of the people in 11; if 
the characters seem to "belong" to 
the location, then the movie takes 
on a new reality and a powerful 
and compelling picture can result 
In "Forbidden Journey" the main 
action could take place anywhere 
and Montreal merely provides an 
interesting setting for the meio 
dramatic action. 

Other countries have found that 
imitating Hollywood does not psy. 
They have been able to compete In 
the world market by producing 
mature, intelligent . pictures about 
people facing the problems of real 
life: 'Open City" and "The Bl 
cycle Thief ".are two outstanding 
and financially successful exam 
pies. ■• 
French Superior 
The best Canadian feature 
films to date have been the mo 
tlon piclurfi produced In French 



by Quebec Produellonk, which 
give a realistic and entertaining 
picture of life In the Laurenttans 
during the last century. This 
would teem (0 be the lead, which 
other Canadian films thould foU 
low.

At. its first regular meeting of 
tiiis 1950-31 season in the. McTavIsh 
street headquarters of the Montreal 
Protestant Central School Board

Regulations' governing the' Jiirur^- 
dlctlon of the Protestant Commit- 
tee would be studied, and changes 
suggested, so that the committee 
could act more effectively.
